Were the Framers of Confederation Sane? 


It will be observed that on fhe 
question of law he is positive, but on 
the question of fact, upon which tthe 
law ‘rests, he is in doubt. There can 
be no doubt, however, that the eduea- 
tional provisions of the British North 
America Act were not intended, and 
did not as a matter of fact, apply to 
unhabited, or practically uninhabited 
territory as was the North West Ter- 
ritories at the date of their annexa- 
tion to Canada. The provisions of 
the Pritish North America Aet @re 
for people not territory, and to say 
that provisions intended evidently to 
protect supposed interests of certain 
people upon their entering upon the 
status of a province of Confederation 
should not have effect because at a 
date some thirty-five years before 
there were no people in the country 
affected is to state a palpable absurd- 
ity, of which the fathers of Confed- 
eration cannot be supposed to have 
been guilty. Unless they did make 
such an absurd provision and fell so 
far short of conveying their evident 
intent, then Mr. Robinson is perfeet- 
ly clear that the restrictive provisions 
of the British North America Act 
apply whether embodied in the Aut- 
onomy Bills or not, and that there- 
fore a proper interpretation of those 
rights is not in any sense an infringe- 
ment upon provincial rights under 
confederation. 


Rlob'nson’s Opinion was Sproule’s Speech. 


When Mr. ‘Sproule got through 
reading the opinion of Mr. Robinson 
and the question at issue had thereby 
absolutely been narrowed down: to the

The C. P. R. frrigation department 
is making extensive preparations for, 
advertising ‘the capabilities of south- 
ern ana central Alberta for produc- 
ing winter wheat. A comprehensive 
bulletin will shortly be issued giv- 
img the results cf several years’ ex- 
gerience with fall wheat in Alberta, 
and with all necessary statistics and 
information bearing on the subject. 
This bulletin will be widely distri- 
buted, especially in connection with 
the big exposition which will take 
place this year at Portland Oregon, 
‘At tthis exhibition there will be on 
elaborate demonstration of the possi- 
dilities of fall wheat. There will be 
a large number of samples in long 
glass \jars, and in Yddition several 
thousand small bottles, containing 
three or four ounces of Alberta fall 
wheat, properly dasketed, will be ‘is- 
tributea ‘to people interested in the 
exhibit. The § significant reature 
about ithe stattistios which have been 
gathered from actual farmers and 
others is ‘that the average production 
of winter wheat in Alberta is thirty 
bushels, the returns running as low
